Dr. Eugene Lynn.n Fisk, medic ui direc tor of 
the life Extension In stitute has m a d1 an alarm ­ 
ing statem en t to the effect that the death rate of 
Americans past the ape of 37 had increased al­ 
though other civilised countries show no im­ 
provement in death rates at every period of life. 
This may alarm us a bit, out it also should 
cause us to pau.se and consider whai is bringing 
such a condition to pass in spite of all the efforts 
being made toward the prolonging of life. 
Dr. Fisk says that we are confronted 
by two 
problems, the premature breakdown r.ci dea'h of 
the human body, charaeieiistic of all civilized 
people and the ‘ failure in this country to show 
the improvement in this situation that is evi­ 
dent in other civilized countries.” This dissipates 
the idea, according to Dr. Fisk, that the life cycle 
of m an is fixed by n atiue and he asks tv. o terri­ 
fying pertin en t questions, but answers Only one. 
He thin ks th at it is the great outstanding factor 
of stupendous industrial expons'on and develop­ 
m en t in our American civilization that is sapping 
the vitality of those in later life. 
His other question is unanswered. 
“Is this 
shortened life cycle the price we must pay for 
our prosperity? ’ 
Is it? 
If so, the god of our 
much heralded prosperity is demanding a heavy 
price. 
However, we doubt if it is so much tire 
price of prosperity as it is the price of uncon­ 
trolled living.
